State troops were gathered from all 
over Sonora by Governor Corral. Abont 
1500 men in all were mobilized and pur­ 
sued the \ aquis into their mountain 
fastness. 
The army was joined by ar­ 
tillery which had been rushed from 
Chihuahua. 
The Yaquis took up a 
position on the peaks of Cuesta Alta and 
the latest report is that a battle was 
fought on July 29 and that the troops 
were gaining an advantage. 
The In­ 
dians have been fighting among themsel­ 
ves for five days about Dicau, a large 
proportion of them being opposed to the 
rising. 
The present outbreak was precipitated 
largely by the rush of prospectors to the 
country thrown open in 1898 by treaty.

('•qui Laborers Are Quilting Their 


Work and Hurrying to the Seat 
of War Killing America Bt 


for Revenge. 


Nogales, A. T.. Aug. 3.—Two Gatling 
grins and a detachm ent of artillery from 
the City of Mexico via El Paso, have 
been hurried southw ard en route to the 
scene of the Y aqui war. 
Troops are be­ 
ing marched across tho m ountains from 
points in the states of Chihuahua and 
Dnrango to join tho forces now in the 
field, and other reinforcem ents are rush­ 
ing from all quarters. 
In this vicinity, 3(H) miles distant from 
the scene of hostilities, the Y aqui’s em­ 
ployed in various kinds of work, are in 
a state of disquiet, quitting their em ­ 
ployment and going aw ay and those 
coming here from outside points in Ari­ 
zona where there have been many Yaqui 
laborers, report the same condition o f 1 
affairs. 
They usually travel by night, 
and nightly sm all squads are reported 
passing through the town or along the 
road nearby going in a southerly direc-1 
tion. 
Some fears are expressed of a descent 
upon the town sim ilar to th at of A ug.8, 
1896, when a jm rty took possession of the 
Mexican custom house in the early | 
hours of the m orning and were dislodged 
only after a severe battle in which they 
left 9 men dead on the field and carried 
away 20 wounded. 
In th at fight, com- : 
pariy G, of the Arizona m ilitia partic­ 
ipated, and it is from motives of rev* nge 
that the Yaquis, now on the w ar path, 
have killed the Americans whose deaths 
have been reported. 
The situation is considered so grave, 
th at Mayor Overton has communicated 
w ith General Murphy, and a request 
has been made for a troop of cavalry 
from Fort H uatacahi for protection to 
the town.

Aug. 3 .--The town 
of Carrabelle, a prosperous port on the 
G ulf of Mexico, southwest of this city.

Many boats 
which were in the harbor have lieen 
wrecked and most of the long w harf is 
gone, together w ith large quantities of 
naval stores. 
A t Lanark, the boathouses, Pavillion 
and boats have lieen destroyed. 
Unconfirmed reports say th at the 
steam er Crescent City has been lost be­ 
tween Carrabelle and Appalachicola. 
Several persons are reported drowned 
at St. Marks. 
A few houses were destroyed at St.
